Killy hatched form a beautiful 
brown 
and 
cream 
egg,

w ith 5 or 6 brothers and sisters, 
som etime along tow ard the lat- 
icr part of March. His home at 
that tim e w as in a rocky crevice, 
high off the ground and quite un­ 
reachable by the zealous bird- 
student. The family cares w ere 
shared about equally by the m o­ 
ther and father, and they had to 
hump them selves unceasingly to 
keep up the stoking of these six 
bundles of energy. Grasshoppers, 
crickets, 
o t h e r 
insects, 
w ere 
brought back to the nest by the 
thousands ,and the babies clam ­ 
ored 
and 
squealed 
for 
more. 
The harrassed parents were re ­ 
duced to capturing anything that 
fell into th eir paths — insects, 
birds, mice, ground-squirrels. The 
sm all birds they brought home 
w ere carefully prepared for the 
infants' feeding; feet and heads 
were rem oved ,and the whole 
body was carefully plucked of its 
feathers. 
And so K illy and his fam ily 
grew and prospered, until they 
w ere able to leave home. This 
they did w ithout a 
backw ard 
glance at the parents who had

There is an old, and, in m ost 
cases, unfortunate custom among 
those who build a new home in 
a tar, strange, land; this is the 
nam ing of new plants and an i­ 
mals after those of the homeland 
which 
they 
m ost 
closely 
re ­ 
semble. Thus, early settlers in 
America 
from 
England 
found 
none of their beloved Robin Red­ 
breasts, so they applied the name 
to a bird which dim ly resembled 
it. We still call this bird the 
Robin, although it is not related 
to the European bird. And the 
sam e thing happened to the spar­ 
row hawk. Europeans hated their 
old sparrow hawk, but they w ere 
lonely for old acquaintances, and 
transferred the nam e to a small 
A m erican bird. And w hat is more 
serious, they transferred the rep ­ 
utation to this entirely innocent 
little bird. 
For the name “Sparrow H aw k” 
is not a good one, implying that 
the haw k makes its living on 
other birds. The tru th of the m at­ 
te r is that this is probably the 
most beneficial haw k we have, 
feasting voraciously as it does on 
grasshoppers. And if it should 
ever depart from a grasshopper 
diet and take to a small bird— 
well, it’s certainly a small price 
to pay! And the bird it takes is, 
likely as not, an English Sparrow, 
which we arc glad to get rid of 
anyway.

New Crimping Device 
For Coffee Bags to 
Save Metal for War 


A new method of closing cof­ 
fee bags which will save more 
than 3,000,000 pounds of vital 
metal annually has been develop­ 
ed by technicians of the A & P 
Tea Company and made available 
to the entire coffee industry, of­ 
ficials of the food chain an­ 
nounced today. 
A machine which crimps the top 
of the paper bag, effectively clos­ 
ing it without requiring the use 
of the paper covered metal strip 
which formerly sealed the open­ 
ing, was perfected by technicians 
in the company's laboratory. In 
order that the saving of metal 
for the w ar effort shall be as 
great as possible, the announce­ 
ment said the new development 
is available free of charge to any 
company using this type of clo­ 
sure. 
A total of 800,000 pounds of 
metal and a large amount of pa­ 
per is expected to saved yearly in 
A & P's operations alone through 
use of the new technique, it was 
said. If the entire coffee industry 
adopts the new method, an esti­ 
mated savings of approximately 
3,200,000 pounds of metal will be 
effected. 
Five of the machines were 
made at A & P’s Brooklyn plant 
from spare and discarded parts 
and most coffee concerns prob­ 
ably can construct the machines 
from materials already in their 
repair shops.

State Price Officer Addresses Lions 


And Gdests on Ceiling Prke Program 


"New

Price Control Program" wa* the 
topic of a highly interesting talk

guests, retailers of the Village, 
rationing

others, by Arthur J. Coombs, 
state price officer from the OPA 
headquarters in California. 


Coombs opened 
his talk 
by 
w ording high praise for the Palm 
Springs w ar price and rationing 
board of w hich W illiam Lippman 
is chairm an. He also praised the 
w ork of Lloyd Simon, head of 
th e com m ittee of trade relations 
for the local board. 


TALKS ON FOOD 


The state price officer devoted 
m ost of his talk to food price 
ceilings as this is w hat affects 
most citizens. He recited the his­ 
tory of price control and detailed 
the difficulties in preventing in­ 
flation as long as farm prices and 
w ages w ere not under control. 


He said that the aim of the 
OPA in fixing price ceilings was 
to protect both the retailer and 
th e consumer. The retailer, he 
said, could not go on selling at 
a dw indling m argin but a t the 
sam e tim e, the consum er m ust be 
protected from spiral inflation. 


WHY CONTROL NEEDED 


He recited figures showing the 
huge am ounts which “w ent up 
the spout” during the first world 
w ar 
because 
there 
was 
only 
sporadic efforts at price control 
then. 
He 
told 
of 
trem endous 
losses so far in this war even 
w ith a more adequate price con­ 
trol plan. That's why, he said, 
price control is so im portant. 


Innum erable 
factors go 
into 
price control efforts, 
he 
said. 
There is the m atter of transpor­ 
tation, trade connections, volume 
buying and many other m atters. 
All m ust be considered in the a t­ 
tem pt to fix fair prices.

bought som e of the tea from 
Crossley, who w as peddling it,

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Red Cross Follows Men of Armed Forces 


To All Parts of Globe to Give Service 


W herever lhe men of Ihe arm ed forces go there also wUl go 
the Red Cross Field Director and siaff to render the services which 
are a charter obligation laid upon the Red Cross by Congress— to 
act in m atters of voluntary relief" and "lo act as a m edium of com ­ 
munication betw een the people of the United States and their Army 


and Navy." 


The Red Cross field director 
guides the program, w hether it 
be in 
a 
hospital, a domestic 
camp, an over-seas base or a club. 
He, or she, is responsible for both 
the traditional 
welfare service 
and the new expanded program 
of recreation, likewise set up to 
meet a definite need of the arm ­ 
ed forces in the field of morale. 


SIMILAR PROGRAMS 


The same pattern of proceed- 
ure is followed as nearly as pos­ 
sible, both in cam ps at hom e and 
over-seas bases. Troubles of wor­ 
ried m en in uniform pour over 
the desk of the Field Director, 
whether it be a wooden crate in 
an over-seas camp or a conven­ 
tional office set-up at a 
base 
camp. He must unravel the hu­ 
man snarls and worries—aging 
and ill parents at home, legal 
problems that have followed the 
man from civilian life, and he 
must look into facts necessary for 
the granting of emergency fur­ 
loughs, discharges and the like. 
To m ake this service complete, 
the Red Cross w orker in the 
field has a "home front” organi­ 
zation. This is the chapter Home 
Service, w ith the two carrying on 
business through swift tw o-w ay 
communication. This is big busi­ 
ness, the channel between th e di­ 
rector 
and the 
home chapter, 
with m ore than 440,000 men ask­ 
ing for and receiving counsel 
and assistance in the past 12 
months—a 600% 
increase over 
the preceeding year. 


BIG BUSINESS 


It is a big business of little 
things. . . the sending of cables 
to the folks at hom e from m en in j 
fox holes in New Guinea; provid­ 
ing Christm as trees and trim ­ 
mings for men in Iceland; com­ 
fort kits from chapter produc­ 
tion at home, ready for victim s 
of a ship’s sinking, with cigar­ 
ettes, 
tooth 
brushes, 
playing 
cards and w riting m aterial for 
use of m en lying on the gangways 
of 
a 
transport 
following 
the 
battle; 
shopping 
service 
by 
a 
Field Director, flying from a tiny 
island in the Pacific to the n ear­ 
est A ustralian city with orders 
for hundreds of dollars w orth of 
merchandise 
for 
soldiers 
and 
nurses. 
Little things—but the things 
that keep the fighting men pro­ 
vided w ith the "w ill to w in” or 
“m orale.” The things that keep 
the soldiers and sailors know ing 
that the civilians are w illing to 
sacrifice equally w ith the m an in 
the service. 
The Red Cross story is not a 
world-shaking story-—just a story 
of little things— but the im port­ 
ant little things th a t m ean the 
world to the men w ho are giving 
up everyhing for that "way of 
life" w hich is our m ost treasured 
possession.

D ear Jim M aynard: I am still in 
action in the southw est Pacific 


other side, we lie down in our 
fox-holes. 
We a re m aking out swell, Jim . 
I am sending you a Jap Oc­ 
cupational five dollar bill. You 
probably w on't be able to m ake 
out the letters on the bill on ac­ 
count of sub-Thom pson holes but 
that’s th e only w ay I could get 
it. So sorry! 
And I’m going to have a lot 
more before I get off the front 
lines.

Local High School Student Collects 


Snakes as Interesting, Exciting Hobby 


BY BETTIE WILLARD 
One might expect to find snake charmers in India, but Palm 
Springs High School has one enrolled as a student. He is Milton 
Knapp, a local boy, who spends most of his lime collecting snakes 
and studying their habits. 
Milton has lived on the desert $ 
for some time, and at first, he 
admitted, he was scared silly of 
any snakes. Gradually he found 
out they wouldn’t harm him, and 
now he plays with them all the 
time. Often you will find him 
with one wound around his neck. 
Although he handles snakes all 
the time he has never been bit­ 
ten by a poisonous one. 
At present he has in captivity 
six rattlesnakes, an a gopher 
snake. One of these rattlers is a 
real monster. This snake, Milton 
estimates, is about 8 years old. It 
is a five and one-half foot dia­ 
mond backed rattler with 14 
rattles and over three inches in 
diameter. 
Besides these s n a k e s , this 
sopohomore boy has 3 chuckawal- 
las, several lizards and one scal- 
eeze. Milton keeps all these rep­ 
tiles in a "snake pit”; a board 
rectangle 
11x11x4% 
feet. 
He 
feeds them all sorts of rodents 
and bugs. The chuckawallas, be­ 
ing vegetarians, dote on desert 
herbs and also garden grown veg­ 
etables. 
At the present time a display 
of these snakes and reptiles is 


at the Desert Museum. Not only 
is this a very interesting and ad­ 
venturous hobby, declares Milton, 
but it is also a well-paying one, 
for he receives orders all the 
tim e for different species of 
snakes. He has had orders from 
the Chicago Institute and several 
firms in Los Angeles and nu­ 
merous offers from collectors in 
different parts of the nation. 
During the winter, snakes have 
a difficult time keeping alive be­ 
cause of the cold, so they hiber­ 
nate. That is why Milton now 
has such a small number on hand. 
Many of his have died recently. 
But in March they will begin to 
come out all over the desert. He 
will be able to add to his col­ 
lection. When out hunting he uses 
a forked snake-hook to grab hold 
of the slithering reptiles. During 
the summer time he provides 
shelter and food for many scores 
of snakes, chuckawallas and liz­ 
ards. 
Despite the strangeness of this 
hobby it has proved both inter­ 
esting and profitable to Milton 
Knapp and he intends to continue 
it as long as he can find new 
specimens.

Special Holidays 
During February 
February has been considered 
a good holiday m onth by Cali­ 
fornia public school students ever 
since the State Legislature in 1941 
passed legislation making it man­ 
datory for schools to observe Lin­ 
coln’s and W ashington’s birthdays 
as school holidays. But February, 
1943, is an especially good holi­ 
day month because this year the 
holidays are conveniently ar­ 
ranged around weeks ends so that 
two three-day recesses are forth­ 
coming. Such a thing happens 
only once each seven years. 
After the February recesses 
there will be no further holidays 
until Good Friday, April 23, un­ 
less Circus Day is scheduled in 
the spring calendar by the City 
of Palm Springs. The high school 
trustees have asked that Circus 
Day be made a school holiday if 
it is held this year, and the school 
office has made provisions for the 
possible inclusion of both Circus 
Day and Good Friday as holidays 
w ith the regular school year end­ 
ing May 28. If both these days 
are used as holidays, the school 
year will have a total of 170 
actual teaching days, the legal 
minimum for a school year in 
California.
